A novtl shipment ha* recently been 
made at San Franslsco for across the 
continent, consisting of seventeen car- 
loads of whalebone aggregating 176,000 
pounds. It Is the product of the seas- 
on's catch of a couple of whalers north 
of Behering Strait, and Is consigned to 
New York dealers. 

Rem ii snts of a number of letters 
were received at the Dead Letter office 
In Washington lately, with the fol- 
lowing letter from the Postmaster ; 
''The inclosed gmckage of letters came 
Into my office from Ilacklemau, Ind„ 
witli enough of other stuff made from 
the cuttings of papers to make a rat 's 
seal , in which was a Utter of six young 
rats, all alive aud without a mother 
They are now perishing in this office.' 
The Canadian authorities are mov- 
ing toward the purchase of the land ad- 
jolnlng Niagara Falls on their side of 
the tilver, and dedicating them as a 
public Park, as the State of New 
York has done on the American Bide. 
A i'oui mission has lately visited Niag- 
ara to ascertain the exact condition of 
affairs there, and report to the Gov. 
eminent of Ontario. It may now be 
expected that the lands on the Canadi- 
an shore will ere long be free to the 
public as those on our shore already 
are. 

An Ingenious mode of smuggling 
was discovered by^custom officials at 
Hull, England, lecently. While some 
supposed heavy beams of timber were 
being unloaded by ine-ms of a crane, 
one beam struck the quay with enough 
farce to split it open, thus showing that 
It had been luilluwv/U out aud the space 
lllled with tobacco and cigar9. A cus- 
tom officer being on hand ut the time 
Immediately slewed tlie cargo and 
placed the crew under arrest. 

The Second Annual St. Louis Expo- 
sition was opened on the evening or 
the 10th Inst. Within an hour after 
opening twenty thousand peoole 
thronged the great building. The Ex- 
position Is said to V unusually line, 
anil, contrary to the usual customs of 
such exposi lions, nearly every exhibit 
Is in pei feci order and ready for inspec- 
tion. The exhibition of last year was 
a great success, but this it superior. It 
will close on tho 24th of October.
